TEL AVIV. — Minister-without- 
Portfolio Shulamit Aloni, the Cabinet

Mesila placement centre opens 
near J’lem for delinquent girls 


By ERNIE MEYER

The Welfare Ministry has opened 
a placement centre for delinquent 
giris, where girls in trouble are 
observed for six to eight weeks 
befcre being assigned to the type of 
institution or foster home best suit- 
ed to their needs. 

Lecated in the former “Miss Ca- 
Ty's House” in the hills south of 
Jerusalem, the Mesila centre now 
has 19 girls. It will be able to 
handle 48 girls, when it has reached 
its full staff complement of 43. 

Menahem Horowitz, head of the 
youth probation service in the Wel- 
fare Ministry, told the press on 8 
Tecent tour of the centre that the 
ministry knows of some 1,300 giris 
up to the age of 17 who must be 


. Classified as delinquent. Last year 


alone police handled 570 cases of 
girls aged 16 and 17 reported miss- 
ing from their homes, he said. 
Girls are referred to Mesila by 
jevenile courts and welfare work- 
ers. Medical examinations are fol- 
lowed by practical observation cf 
the girl's ability to work, learn, 
submit to discipline and get along 
with others. The ceramics work- 
shop is popular with the girls,

Based on the observation of the 
staff, the girls are later referred to 
a closed institution, a foster home 
or a shelter.

The parallel institution for boys, 
Mitepe Yam, near Herzliya, last year 
handled about 400 boys up to the 
age of 16.

A 
shelter may ve a family which ac- 
cepts two or four girls for various 
lengths of stay against payment by 
the ministry, Such shelters offer u 
solution to the social worker who, 
just as she is about to close her 
office, is faced wtih a girl -— suit- 
case in hand — who sobs: “My 
father will kil! me if I go home.” 

Attempts are made te keep girls 
as far as possible inside the corm- 
munity and not to isolate them. As 
part of this policy it is planned to 
experiment with an open, coeducn- 
tional institution, designed to end 
the artificial isolation of the young- 
sters, Dr. Horowitz said.

‘Educators, not politicians’ 
to meet on Jewish education

The Zionist Organization's confe- 
rence on Jewish education, unlike 
similar previous meetings, will bring 
together top educators rather than 
organizers, administrators and poli- 
ticians. The conference starts today 
in Jerusalem. : 

This was indicated on Sunday by 
Haim Finkelstein, director of the 
World Zionist Organization's De- 
partment of Education and Culture 
in the Diaspora, at a press confe- 
rence about the meeting. 

‘Over 80 Jewish educators. — half 
of them Israeli and half represent- 
ing 14 nations around the world 
-- will confer for six days dn the 
failures” and successes of Jewish 
education. The main topics are the 
centrality of Israel in Jewish edu- 
cation, solidarity of world Jewry 
with Israel, and Jewish studies 
abroad. 

“The participants have been ask- 
ed to prepare their reports and 
suggestions in advance,” sald Mr. 
Finkelstein, Concrete suggestions 
will be made before the meeting 
closes. . 

Mr. Finkelstein said the WZO is 
working ‘toward the time when 
every American Jewish high school 
student will spend 2 year of study 
in Israel, “because it is only by 
coming here that they can really 
understand us.” To begin to realize 
this distant goal they are planning 
to build 10 facHities throughout the 
country to accommodate 500 stu- 
dents within the next three years. 
Ge added that 25 per cent of the 
students enrotied in similar pro- 
grammes have i ted to Israel, 
and the rest are “Israeli ambassa- 
dors" of good will to their contem- 
poraries back home.

Sunday’s victory came from a

The Americans had entered Sun- 
day’s final round of games wun- 
beaten after a 91-88 victory over 
defending champion via.
